Washington, Jan. 11.— Only 17 sena- 
tors appeared on the floor ut the open- 
ing of the senate. 'I he prevailing epi- 
demic of la grippe and inclement 
weather aee-ouuted for the absence of 
many senators. 

Mr. Carter, chairman of the commit 
tee on census, repotted favorably the 
reapportionment bill passed by the 
house. The senate committee offered 
no amendments. In view of the im- 
portance of the measure, Mr. Carter 
ashed for immediate consideration. Mr. 
Hawley, fearing it might interfere 
with the army reorganization bill, was 
inclined to Object, but was prevailed 
upon to withhold his objection. Aftei 
It was read Mr. Pettus (Ala.) objected 
to further consideration, and it went 
over. A house bill providing for the 
holding of circuit and district courts 
in the Eastern district of Arkansas 
was reported favorably from tut Judi- 
ciary committee and passed. 

The resolution offered by Mr. Teller 
(Colo.) providing for the printing of 
the Kiipino appeal was by consent 
laid «» t until Monday. 

Consideration of the army reorgan- 
ization bill was resumed. Mr. Haw- 
ley, chairman of the committee on 
military affrtirs, withdrew the commit- 
tee amendment providing for the re- 
tirement of officers on the active list 
of the army. Mr. Teller also withdrew 
bis amendment to that section. Mr. 
Hoar (Mass.) formally offered tne 
amendment of which he had given no 
tk-e, providing that no further mili- 
tary force shall be used in the Philip- 
pine Islands except such as may be 
necessary to keep o»der in places in 
peaceable possession of the United 
States, etc. Mr. Carter, a member of 
the committee on military affairs, 
moved* Mr. Hoar's amendment be laid 
on the table, which prevailed— 32 to 19. 
Mr. Pettigrew's amendment providing 
that one-third of the appointments to 
commissioned rank in the regular 
army should be made from offl-ers of 
the volunteer army was defeated. 
In the House. 

It was pension day in the house. Be- 
fore the regular order was demanded 
gome routine business waB transacted. 
Feb. 9 at 2 p. m. was set aside for 
paying tribute to the memory of Rep 
resentative Daly cf New Jersey. 

More Oleomargarine Oratory. 

Washington, .Inn. 11— The senate 
committee on agriculture did not suc- 
ceed in closing its hearing on the oleo- 
margarine bill Thursday. E. S. Peters 
of Texas, president of the American 
Cotton Growers' association, was first 
heard Friday. He opposed the bill on 
the ground that it seeks to discrimin- 
ate in favor of one agricultural inter- 
est against another. Secretary Knight 
of the National Dairy union followed 
Mr. Peters, continuing his argument 
begun Thursday. He thought the cot- 
tonseed oil used in oleomargarine was 
comparatively small, and that the pas- 
sage of the bill could have but little 
effect upon th e cottons eed industry. 

Coming and Going. 
Washington, Jan. 11— The adjutant 
general received a cable message from 
General MacArthur saying the trans- 
port Sberidan sailed Jan. 10 with 27 
officers and 654 enlisted men of the 
Thirty-seventh volunteer infantry and 
that the transports Logan and Lenox 
| arrived at Manilla. 

H.y Hi-T^overed. 
Washington, Jan. ll.-Secretary Hay 
continues to improve, and had it not 
been for inclement weather he would 
have returned to the state department. 
It was deemed better, however, that he 
remain indoors a little longer, al 
though he has practically recovered.

Washington. Jan. ll.-Special orders' 
emanating from the department of Cu- 
ba contain the records of 22 courts 
martial of privates, charged With 
drunkenness, absence without leave, 
forging passes and other offenses, "to 
the prejudice of good order and mil- 
itary discipline." General Wood re- 
cently called attention to the inereas 
Ing number of misdemeanors of this 
sort, and. stated as his belief that the 
enlisted men were taking advantage 
of the article providing for dishonor- 
able discharge after "five previous con- 
victions by summary court within a 
year" to get out of the service. Out 
of the 22 cases above referred to, only 
in six was the sentence of dishonor- 
able discharge approved. In three of 
the others the prisoners were sen- 
tenced by the court to dishonorable 
discharge, but these sentences wete 
disapproved by the department com- 
mander and mitigated to forfeiture of 
pay and confinement at hard labor.

BRITISH SHIP LANDS REINFORCEMENT 



England'* Conquest of South African 
Republic* I •.stead of Being Over 
Seems to C.e «ipieadlng ami Be- 
coming Harder to Siauage. 



Cape Town. Jan. 11.— The British 
warship Sybil has anchored in Lam- 
bert's bay and landed a force of bluo 
Jackets and a number of guns. This 
force has constructed entrenchments. 

Hertzog's main body, 700 strong, 
with two guns, crossed the Roggeveld 
mountains and is now probably in the 
neighborhood of Elandsdrlft, 50 miles 
east of Clanwilliam. Hertxogs inten 
Hon, apparently, is to move towards 
Ceres and Worcester. Only a few 
passes are passable for the guns, and 
the whole country Is difficult to 
traverse. The passes are narrow and 
easily defended. According to latest 
reliable reports another party of 500 
Boers has reached the i)oorn river. 70 
miles south of Calvinia. TIip author! 
ties are doing all in their power to 
meet the situation. Refugees from Cal- 
vinia and Clanwilliam are fiockipg to 
Picquetberg road. They state that 
many poor whites are cci iain to Join 
the Boers, as are also many bitter 
bondsmen in the neighborhood of 
Clanwilliam and Malnsbmg. who open 
ly declare that they intend to Join 
the invaders. 

A commando about 20 strons crossed 
the Orange river near Aliwal. It wa3 
met on the borders of the Aliwal. 
Wodehouse and Berkeley East districts 
by a body of police and mounted 
farmers and was repulsed with some 
loss. It will proV.bly attempt to erOM 
the river again. 

Dewet was last reported in t!ie 
neighborhood of Bothaville. AM the 
towns In the Orange colony on t lie 
main line of the railway are strongly 
held by the British and the Boers show 
no disposition to approach them. 
Report From Kitchener. 

London, Jan. 11. — The following dis- 
patch has been received from Gene r> I 
Kitchener dated Pretoria. Jan. 10: 
"The Boers attacked Ma< -hadodoi p last 
night, but were driven off before dawn. 
Herzog's commando is in the neigh- 
borhood of Sutherland, Cap:* Colony. 
Settle Is organizing a column to hea'i 
him off. In the Midlands and east- 
ward the Boers have br ''.en up into 
small bodies, some returning no,t!i 
and some hiding In the mountains 
northwest Of Jamestown."

New York. Jan. 11.— William L. 
Trenholm, who was comptroller of the 
treasury dining Cleveland's first ad- 
ministration, died at his home in this 
city of pneumonia. Mr. Trenholm was 
born in Charleston, Feb. 3. 183»>. and 
graduated from South Carolina COllagfl 
in 1855, marrying a year later Mis?, 
Kate Ixiuise MacBeth of Charleston 
Mr. Trenholm was the author of one 
book, "The People's Money." He was 
a member of the New York Chamber 
of Commerce, the Southern society, the 
Society for the Advancement of Sci- 
ence and numerous social and political 
clubs in this city. Since 1898 he WM 
president of the North American Truat 
company. 

High I'rlees Kor Fresh Jleat 

Chicago, Jan. 11.— Prices for fresh 
meats reached the highest point for 
January since 1S94. With 8,000 cattle, 
30.000 hogs and 10.000 sheep on the 
marktt at prices rangiug from $4.50 
to $5.50 for cattle on the hoof, hogs 
$5.10 to $5.47, and sheep $3.50 to $4.50, 
the consumer was forced to pay 22 
cents per pound for a porter hoiiBt 
steak, 10 cents per pound for pjrk 
chops and 20 cents per pound foi 
choice cuts of lamb and mutton. The 
prlceB were: Sirloin, 20 cents; pot 
roast (beef), 7 to 12 cents; salt pork. 
11 cents, corned beef, 6 to 12 cents. 
These prices considerably increase ! 
the cost to the heads of families.

Kentucky Streams Can't < on tain Klood 
From Carolina Mountain*. 

Catlettsburg. Ky., Jan. 11. — Pigeon 
river Is 14 feet above low water and 
is rising at the rate o< one foot an 
hour. River men say it will go to 25 
feet before the rise begins to reeede. 
Its record Is 20 feet in 1875. Fuliy 
$1,000 worth of lumber swept by C»t« 
lettsburg. Log booms have broken 
and many rafts are being lost. Fences 
have been destroyed, driftwood bus 
been swept away. 

' Fully 25 miles on either side of the 
river is given up to wheat fields and 
these are submerged. They are ex 
pected to be total losses, thereby caus- 
ing the farmers much financial suffer- 
ing. The large warehouse of the Navi- 
gation company, at Catlettsburg is 
about to be submerged, the water hav- 
ing reached it. The French Broad 
river is also rising rapidly being 5 feet 
above. Its record is 25 feet in 1875. 
The Tennessee river at Knoxville is 
5 feet above and Is rising from six to 
eight inches an hour. It will likely 
reach from 15 to 25 feet, as the water 
from the Pigeon and French Broad 
must come this way. River men are 
preparing to protect themselves 
against the high water in the Tennes- 
see. The high water originated in the 
North Carolina mountains. 

Sut Oowii on by c.cimatiy. 

Berlin, Jan. 11.— There seems no 
longer any doubt that Germany de- 
clined the I'nited States proposal to 
submit the articles in the China agree- 
ment relating to Indemnities and com- 
mercial treaties to a conference to be 
held at Washington or elsewhere, but 
it Is believed Germany agrees to the 
hpw American proposals tor acceler- 
ating the negotiations at Peking. The 
German foreign office, answering a di 
rect question, admitted that the Ger- 
man nnswer has been sent to the 
I'nited States, but declined to state the 
terms, leaving them for the Washing- 
ton authorities to pnblish. It was In- 
timated, however, that the answer was 
not favorable. The exchange of views 
between the various interested cabi- 
nets has been completed and the mat- 
ter is now regarded as ended. The for- 
eign office does not believe the I'nited 
States lays great weight upon the 
proposition or that it will press it. 
Alraid uf Pouliig. 

St. Paul, Jan. 11.— It is believed that 
a solution of J. J. Hills activity in 
railroad affairs is his fear that p oling 
may be legalized by congress. Preti 
dent Hill says such a b>w would be a 
calamity, and that the only way to 
prevent pooling would be for the ruil- 
road interests to harmonize, and this 
could only be accomplished by a com 
munity of ownership of stock to con- 
trol the policy of the roads. Mr. Hill 
said the traffic from ocean to ootan 
was vitally affected by this threatened 
pool, and that to piottct his own in- 
terests he hail seemed sto.k in the St. 
Paul. Baltimore and Ohio, Erie and 
Northern Pacific. It is claimed a ma 
Jority of the Block held by Mr. Hill 
in these roadi was bought with bor- 
rowed money, the sto;k being held In 
trust as security.

END OF LONG AND FAITHFUL VIGIL 



Repeatedly the Life Savers Were 
thrown Back I'pon the Shore But' 
Ithey Old not Desmtlr— Delirious 
J..y When Women Lauded. 



Marseilles. Jan. 11.— After a night of 
terrible suspense all of the passengers 
and crew of the French steamer Rus 
sie. from Oran. Algeria, which strand- 
ed ni-ar Faraman during a violent 
storm Monday, have been landed. 

A9 the lifeline connected from tho 
shore with the steamer parted again 
Thursday afternoon, when night set in 
no communication with the strand**! 
steamer was possible. The last sig- 
nalled message read; "We have not a 
scrap of food left. Consternation pre- 
vails on board." On receipt of this ap- 
peal the fishermen made two mora 
plucky launches of their boat, but were 
beaten back, and as the Russie disap- 
peared in the darkness those on board, 
apparently, were trying to launch their 
only remaining boat. The storm raged 
with renewed fur? during the night, 
and only those who were compelled to 
do so stayed on the shore, part of thorn 
bod lied beneath a tarpaulin and oth- 
ers seeking refuge from the gale iu 
the Faraman lighthouse. At midnight 
two floats with lines attached wero 
launched, but both attempts to reach 
the Itussio were fruitless. In the early 
hours of the morning torches were 
lighted at the bow of the Russia and 
in response to the signal the fishermen 
made another effort to reach th*! 
wreck, but they were again toss^l 
ashore and the crew of the life- 
boat who btlODI to the fishing village 
Of Cano, gathered around a boftlro 
made of wreckage from the steamer 
drenched to the skin and with teetii 
chattering from cold, but not discour- 
aged. Their heroism finally was re- 
warded, as. with daybreak the weather 
perceptibly mod- iated. the sea became 
calmer and the wind tbiftod from east 
to north. The Cairo BshormCB at 6:3d 
a, m. again put to sea. Spc tatora 
watched wiih fast beating hearts as. 
the boat disappeartd through tho 
waves, approaching gradually nearer 
the Russie. 1 inally a rope was thro.vn, 
which the fishermen caught, and thv! 
lifeboat soon a.'terwardl was alongside. 
Then above the howling wind rose- 
cries of joy from those on board tho 
Russie, which were re-echoed by th« 
crowd ashore. Another boat, manned 
by four men. was launched and suc- 
ceeded In reac hing the wrecked vessel. 
A few minutes later the Cairo bout 
left the Russie's side heavily laden. Aa 

she approached shore the oeoupasta 
were seen to lie women and one uaby. 
The enthusiasm was delirious. The 
spectators plunged into the sea. Some 
of them dragged the lifeboat ashore, 
and others lifted the women out of th« 
boat and carried them In their arms, 
through the waves, to dry land. One? 
woman was clasped in the arms of her 
son. who had been waiting on shor * 
since Monday. . She swooned and had 
to be transported to the UfbthoUM 
on a stretcher, hastily constructe I 
from wreckage, and covered with 
blankets. The other women oollapat I 
from fatigue, co'.l and hunger. Their 
haggard faces and trembling limbs 
told of the awful experience they had 
gone through. It was unfortunate that 
want of foresight resulted in all the 
nourishment being kept at the light- 
house, two miles distant, for the suf- 
ferers had to walk there, assisted by 
their friends, before restoratives could 
be administered to them. The 4-oar*d 
boat next arrived w.ith seven more pas 
sengers, and the lifeboats then made 
repeated jourpeys until all we:e saved 
and sheltered in the lighthouse.
